The question of. police organization is yet 
unsettled. That the Indians employed do 


.notcome up to the necessary standard of 


efficiency is admitted by the officers of the. 
force themselves: A large sun of nioney 
has been spent'to house them in a some- 
what ambitious way, while the personnel .of 
the ‘Corps, which, as ‘it, involves'the pro- 
téction of life ail property i in the Colony, 
is by far the most important consideration 
respecting police, has been somewhat neg- 
lected.. The Colony of Hongkong has gain- 
ed.so world-wide and unenviablé a reputa- 
tion as-the resort of Pirates, that we may ex- 
pect.to see stringent measures put in force 
for their suppression. The necessity of the 
Chinese population being placed under 
stringent. regulations’ is. daily , becoming 
more manifest; at the present moment it is 
not safe for an individual to walk the streets 
at night without weapons, or fora small ship 
to leave the harbor unless well manned and 
armed—a, state of [affairs which su ficiently 
evinces th¢ necessity for a complete. reor- 
‘ganization of our arrangements for the pre- 
vention of brime. 1 

The registration of, the native servants 
‘has long been a desideratum, and we fully 
believe that were the vopinion of all Euro- 
pean residdnts'to be taken on the matter, 
they would ‘almost unanimously support 
the introduction of such a system. The 
insecurity at present. prevailing is justly 
charged. on,the want of any efficient check 
upon or guarantee for the natives employed. 

The fact of a certain’ limit having been 
reached in the revenue derivable from land 
sold will probably render some alterations 
in the present system of taxation necessary ; 
while ‘receipts derivable from that source 
will greatly depend on the method pursued 
in their collection, That grave complaints 
are constantly being made against the ex- 
isting system is undoubted aid some modi- 
fication of the present regulations is impera- 
tively necessary.
